In the fall of 1949, the Szczecin shipyard constructed six fishing cut- 
ters, model- SKSo These cutters, which are about 100 BRT, have iron 
frames and wooden strakes and are powered by 223 hp diesel motors. The 
commissiofi which was on board the first cutter to make a trial' run re™ 
eomended that the motor and some othei^ equipment be placed in better 
positions so that the cutter would be better balanced and could travel 


faster. These recommendations, which were valid 

were submitted to the navy in report and sketch ^orm. After a period 
of ten months, the navy returned the roco.mmendations to the shipyard 50X1 -HUM 
with the notation, changes allowed’'* j however, the navy did not 
give any .reason for its 2 *efusal to accept the recommendations .
